ed to do so, not thinking for a moment 
euch boldness would develop in the 
short space of time it did, and, there- 
fore, 1 frankly acknowledge 1 was in- 
deed fooled, 

“During this time, a survey of the 
city was made by outsiders and their 
report did not condemn conditions. I 
also usked citizens and made personal 
tours, and I felt sure conditions were 
greatly improved. 

“Frowever, considering I was dealing 
with very clever men who were smart 
enough to cover their tracks, and that 
the men I must needs depend on, 
proved unreliable, [ consider that stop- 
ping them within three and a half 
nfonths, during which I was but picking 
up the reins, was not negligence, If 1 
eould haye had one month more time, 
I am conyinced 1 could have secured 
sufficient evidence, if real wrong doing 
was going on, but surface conditions 
became so bad, I was obliged and I 
intend to at once make other changes. 

“Now gentlemen, talk is cheap and 
our hind-sight is usually better than 
our foresight, and generally {t is easy 
to suspect and hard to prove, particu- 
larly to judges, and it is doubtful if 
over a police force existed that was not 
at some time or other accused of graft. 
Since 1 have acted in the matter, 
dozens of citizens have told me they 
knew of wrong doing; none so far 
could produce evidence, Before I acted, 
none gave me a hint of conditions, 

“Now, L have not sufficient evidence 
to convict; if any persons have, [ will 
use it and send the guilty parties to 
the penitentlary if possible. 

“We must bear tn mind, it Is neces- 
sary not only to accuse but also to 
prove, else we lay ourselves open to 
damage. suits azainst the city, IT feel 
I am well able to cope with the situa- 
tion, I have made a determined start. 
I intend to get a chief untied to any 
local interests. I do not hope to please 
all citizens, I do not presume to think 
I can accomplish wonders, and under 
existing social conditions, vice will 
exist; but I intend to have a clean city, 
and not allow one single house to do 
business longer than {8s necessary to 
secure evidence sufficient to close the 
same; that liquor will not be sold with- 
out a license and outside of regular 
hours. 

“[ would like a free hand for a few 
weeks in order to thoroughly organize 
this department, You will appreciate 
the fact that when his own men prove 
false a man Is greatly handicapped, | 1f 
1 cannot punish for the past, [ cer- 
tainly can correct for the future.” 


Clarke's Motion Carries. 


Immediately after the reading of 
Commissioner Booth’s report Alderman 
Clarke moved the following resolution, 
which was eventually carried upant- 
mously, after considerable discussion. 
Alderman Kinney seconded the motion, 
Aldermen Calder, Douglas and. Smith 
retired’ before the motion was put, 
leaving Aldermen Clarke, East, Kin- 
ney, Sheppard, Campbell and May. 
Alderman Driscoll was not present at 
the meeting. 

“That having heard the petition pre- 
sented regarding the conditons of the 
police force and morality of the city, 
and the request for an investigation, 
this council do now resolve as follows: 

“That the questions referred to in 
the petition be laid before the city 
solicitor with instructions to take the 
same up with the authors of the peti- 
tion, or some representative of the pe- 
titioners, or any other person or per- 
sons, to place and put the same !n such 
shape that they may legally form a 
basis of the Investigation under the 
city charter, 

“And further that these questions to 
be referred to a judge, be made definite 
enough and broad enough to include 
the references made ata meeting of the 
citizens on May 24, by certain clergy- 
men, of the fact that the source of 
corruption and graft is laid on mem- 
bers of the commission board and city 
council, and also that the quesuions 
prepared and to be referred to a judge 
; Shall also include the charges made by 
another speaker at the same meeting 

of the fact that a large number of 
houses used for illegal purposes, 4s re- 
ferred to, were owned or controlled by 
prominent citizens of the city, some 
jof whom even worshipped in the 
churches, and that when these charges 
are placed {tn such position before the 
city solicitor that they then be sub- 
mitted to this counctl by the clty soll- 
citor, and that in all matters of con- 
troversy or doubt by the city solicitor 
fn connection with this matter, occur- 
ring before the next meeting, that he 
will consult with the commissioner of 
health and safety and the committee 
on health and safety.” 

McDougall Meeting Not Fair. 

Alderman Clarke stated, “I notice

“Alderman Sheppard stated at the 
meeting held in the McDougall church 
he was ashamed to sit as alderman,” 
continued Alderman Clarke. “I do not 
think that the meeting in the church 
was a fair meeting. Why, they refused 
the courtesy and right to an ex-mem- 
ber of the provincial house, A. Bramley 
Moore, to move an amendment. I hope 
there {s a chairman at a public meet- 
ing who understands parliamentary 
procedure enough to give every one a 
fair chance. 

“My resolution will stop these char- 
acter assassins from making such 
statements as have been made, and I 
therefore move its adoption.” 

Alderman May stated that he was of 
the opinion that the meeting in Me- 
Dougall church was not falr at all. 


Alderman Smith Speaks. 


“During the last few days state- 
ments have appeared in the press as 
never before,” stated Alderman Smith. 
“A short time after you (the mayor) 
took office you sanctioned the dis- 
missal of the then chief of police, 
against whom not a finger of suspicion 
had ever been raised. <A short time 
after that a petition was presented 
asking that a judicial investigation be 
hela, Ex-Chief. Carpenter asked be- 
fore this for an investigation and the 
vote of the council was five for and 
five against the investigation, You, 
sir, took the responsibillty upon your 
shoulders that there should be no In- 
vestigation. The commissioner held an 
investigation which was a Joke, a hoax, 
one of the most useless of things, as 
is proven by a report we have before 
us tonight: from the commissioner of 
health and safety. Time went on, and 
{t became apparent to many in the city 
that conditions were not Improving, 
and not until then did we have action. 
We have the dismissal of the chief of 
police, who was appointed but about 
three months ago, Questions have been 
asked as to who 1s responsible for the 
conditions at present in Edmonton, and 
I say the man in my opinion who oc- 
cupies the mayor’s chair is responsible 
for the present ‘conditions. : 

“You | sald ‘whan >the petition was 
presented some t yAg0 that you were 
ready to shoulder the responsibility— 
well, look at'the mess now. 

“At the beginning of the year Com- 
missioner Booth found things com- 
paratively clean, now he fires the chief 
because he knows the moral fabric of 
the city is rotten. I would like to have 
seen Lancey hold his position until all 
concerned were fired. 

“The man that the Edmonton clti- 
zens trusted is responsible, and I say, 
sir, that you are responsible. If there 
are young girls who have lost their 
character since the first of the year, 
you are responsible, 

“I do not say that you directly or in- 
directly took money but I say that by 
your actions things have led up to the 
present conditions, I believe that 
through Ignorance you acted as you 
did. I belleve that Commissioner 
Booth, in whom I have great confi- 
dence, has not gone far enough. I do 
not think that a judicial investigation 
with matters as they are will amount 
to much. 

Does Not Answer May. 

“Tf through tgnorance, you have not 
cleaned up this city in three months, 
1 think you owe the citizens an apolo- 
gy. The city can only be cleaned up 
by going at it in one way.” 

Alderman May wanted to know what 
way, but Alderman Smith did not con- 
tinue along this Ine. 

Alderman Smith went on to say that 
the city would not soon be cleaned up 
as a* result of the last three months, 

“From your remarks this evening I 
take it that you are anxious for a 
clean-up and although you have not 
asked my assistance I wish to offer it 
so as we may get things whipped Into 
proper shape," concluded Dr. Smith, 

Alderman East said that he thought 
Commissioner Booth was quite com- 
petent to deal with the matter with- 
out any help. He commended the ac- 
tion of the commissioner In his thor- 
oughness and the action taken. 

“I cannot see any necessity for such 
heroics and hysterics,” sald Alderman 
East. “There have been some serious 
charges made and I think they should 
be investigated. The Heverend Stew- 
jart made a statement in the McDou- 
}gall church In connection with the in- 
iquity and vice in the city, It seems 
Ls me very peculiar that he has not 
iwiven any assistance to Commissionér 

Booth with the amount of Informa- 
[tion he states he has in his possession. 
| Also In connection with the statements 
lot the Reverend McGougan to the ef- 
} fect that he has Information that would 
jmake a big headline in a paper. I 


hot spoken to him for two or three 
years, and we were not friends, and 
are not yet. I did not have the same 
faith In Lancey that I would have had 
| had lL been friendly. 

"I never have gone home late that I 
| have not gone down past the St. Regis 
| hotel, and have other men do the 
same thing. Never have [ seen a 
woman of Ill repute in the St, Regis 
hotel. I believe Commissioner Booth 
has been misled and 1 de net think 
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think that these men should be now 
given an opportunity to make asser- 
tions. It is up to Professor Bland also 
to come through with a statement to 
show the authority for his assertions. 

“I am in favor of a judicial inyesti- 
gation and think that if these men do 
not go before a judge and make state- 
ments warranting their assertions they 
are falling down in their duty as good 
citizens. 

Smith Afraid, Says East 

“According to the statements of some 
you would think that there were rivers 
of vice so deep that one would get 
mired every time one would go across 
the market square, 

“Alderman Smith stated that the city 
could be cleaned up in only one way 
but was afraid to say in what way as 
that way would be to leave it to Com- 
missioner Booth.” 

Alderman Calder stated that the rul- 
ing of the chair in connection with his 
motion was sustained by the ‘faithful 
following,” as he termed several of the 
aldermen. 

“Except in the case of paving, per- 
haps, when they wouldn't stand for you 
to put it over them. You raved about 
the press and you had your pet estab- 
lished in the form of the Official Ga- 
zette, which is a waste. I do not think 
that the commissioner of safety and 
health has carried out suflicient fn- 
vestigation,” said Alderman Calder to 
the chair. 

“I have been accused of being 
ashamed of being a member of this 
council, I am ashamed under present 
conditions, but it would be right to say 
that I am ashamed for other resaons,” 
said Alderman Sheppard, “For one, I 
have seen five men including the may- 
or talking at once in a very disagree- 
able manner. I do not remember when 
Alderman Clarke asked me when I 
had anything to do with morality. I 
wish to say that I have had dozens of 
complaints against the morality of the 
city. 

“I had a young man tell me some 
time ago that a family had just arriv- 
ed from Vermilion and that the man 
of the house was living from the il- 
legal earnings of his sister and family, 
who were engaging in immoral work. 
I reported this to Commissioner Booth 
and he promised to bring me in a re- 
port. I would Hke to hear what he 
has learned.” 

Commissioner Booth stated that Ald- 
erman Sheppard had promised to bring 
him the address and names of the peo- 
ple, but he had not received them. The 
matter had slipped his memory as he 
had not received this address. 

“Now you will see what a serious 
impression it made on the commis- 
sioner’'s mind,” continued Alderman 
Sheppard, 

Referring to the report, of Commis- 
sioner Booth, he said “the report that 
comes before us is the weakest thing 
that I have seen in the way of a re- 
port, It took three or four months for 
the Investigation to be held, Some of 
the aldermen have not been in favor of 
an investigation. 

Alderman Calder’s “Gall.” 

“Alderman Calder has been against 
Lancey all year and stated that he was 
an appointee of the mayor, Now he 
has the gall to recommend a chief of 
his own without consulting with any- 
one, 

“A young man told me that the first 
night he arrived in Edmonton he went 

to his room in a hotel and in the halls 
he met six girls. Now that young man 
found out in five minutes what it has 
taken Commissioner Booth four months 
to find out, 

“Alderman Clarke states that the 
committee and council are not respons- 
ible, Well, I say that I believe they 
are, Alderman Calder has resigned 
from all committees.” 

Alderman Calder interrupted and 
stated, “there is no responsibility on 
my shoulders, I am still a member of 
some committees but I am not one of 
the faithful like you are.” 


Sheppard Says Not Fair 

“It's this damnable, shifting of com- 
mittees that causes trouble,” continued 
Alderman Sheppard. “Although I was 
on the platform the other night ! do 
not think that the meeting was fair. 

“Il believe that there are a_ large 
number of very honorable men on the 
police force of Edmonton who are in 
favor of an investigation in order that 
they may go home to thelr families as 
honorable men without any imputation. 
No one likes strong talk if they are 
guilty. I want to place the responsi- 
bility upon the head of each family and 
not on one man, the commissioner of 
safety and health.” 

Alderman Kinney stated that he 
thought Alderman Sheppard's attack 
upon Commissioner Booth was not 
called for as he was not given oppor- 
tunity to state his side of the case. 
Although the report had just come to 
the council the matter contained 
therein was the result of three months 
work.

ating In Ontario have published their 
annual report which shows, with a 
capital of $35,000,000 invested in both 
large and small plants, that their ex- 
penditure less debenture, redemption, 
taxes and dividend on capital stock 
was in 1913 19.3 per cent of their capi- 
tal. This percentage does not provide 
for redemption. 

The annual statement of the Buffalo 
plant of the Federal Telephone com- 
pany, a plant of 14,000 lines, shows 
that with a capital of $2,375,000 their 
sross expenditure, including both in- 
terest and redemption covered by de- 
preciation, Is 17.1 of their capital.

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Festival of Venerable Bede, 
the First English Historian. 

In the calendars of both the Roman 
Catholic and Anglican churches today, 
the 27th of May, is the festival of the 
Venerable Bede, the first English his- 
torlan. Bede, or Baeda, the Herodotus 
of HMngland and the greatest figure in 
ancient English literature, was a na- 
tive of Monkwearmouth, Durham, and 
was born about the year 678, At six 
he was left an orphan, and was Iin- 
trusted to the care of St. Benedict Bis- 
cop, and educated in the Benedictine 
Abbey of his native village, Later he 
entered the monastery at Jarrow, where 
he trained hundreds of scholars, and 
began those literary labors which were 
to win for him a permanent place in 
the world of letters. 

Bede was a student of every branch 
of science and literature then known, 
and familiar with Latin, Hebrew and 
Greek. His industry was enormous, 
and, in the intervals of performing his 
duties as a priest, he wrote biographies 
of saints, pious homilies, epigrams, 
hymns, and works on history, gram- 
mar and chronology. 

The great work, which made him the 
Herodotus of England, was his “Ec- 
clesiastical History of England,” in five 
volumes, gleaned from native chronicles 
and oral tradition. This work was 
translated from the original Latin into 
Anglo-Saxon by King Alfred,

OF “BIG” WORDS. 

“Language,” a cynic once exclaimed, “was invented to 
conceal thought.” — It is barely possible that he was reading 
one of the near-scientific treatises of his age. es 

If there be any one thing more absurd than another, it is 
the habit some professional and technical men cultivate, of 
using double-jointed words to describe something that is SUS- 
ceptible of description in terms that any man of ordinary 
education could understand. : 

Turn to a treatise on one of the sciences, or on engineer- 
ing, and note the astonishing number of polysyllabic words 
that creep into an article of even the briefest length. They 
are reminiscent of the man who confounded some boastful 
friends by the following account of a mechanical device: 

“By means of a pedal attachment, a fulcrum lever con- 
ers a vertical reciprocating motion into a circular move- 
ment. The principal part of the machine is a huge and heavy 
disk that revolves in a vertical plane. 

“Power is applied through the axis of the disk and when 
the speed of the driving arbor is moderate, the periphery of 
the apparatus is traveling at a high velocity. 

“Work is done on this periphery. Pieces of the hardest 
steel are, by means of impact, reduced to any shape the skilled 
operator desires,” 

Properly impressed, one of his auditors asked the name 
of the marvelous invention, Deep, thoughtful silence ensued 
when he replied: “Grindstone.” 

So common is this custom that one magazine announces 
that it deals with current mechanical inventions “In a style 
one can understand.” By translating the ponderous terms of 
others into the simple language of everyday life, it has served 
a public need and worked up a large circulation. 

“Big” words are not infrequently the refuge of the faker. 
One of the mechanical ‘geniuses’ of a few decades past wrote 
of his “inventions” in terms that were the despair even of the 
elect, 

Because he could not be understood, he was accepted by 
many as a brilliant man. It was not until complete exposure 
of his absurd claims had been made that the world came to 
realize his real lack of worth, 

That which cannot be described in simple words is rarely 
worth describing at all. The man who paws over the diction- 
ary to find difficult terms by which to identify his article either 
is doing the latter an injustice or has something that is not 
really worth while. 


PLACE SURGICAL EXPERT 
WITHIN REACH OF EVERYBODY 

The myth that the Chinese pay doctors to keep them 
well, discontinuing fees when sickness occurs, has been ex- 
ploded, but the sound principle in it is exemplified in the 
practice of communities employing guardians of public health. 
Drs. Guthrie of Wilkes-Barre and Cabot of Boston advocate 
an extension of this principle to diagnosis of groups of in- 
dividual patients. 

The wealthy can pay any price for expert medical ser- 
vice or for surgical specialists. The pauper frequently re- 
Ceives either for nothing. But the man of moderate means 
can not afford the price and will not stoop to charity. 

Dr. Guthrie advocates the association of competent 
specialists, who for a fixed and reasonable price would ex- 
amine an ailing man in any of a number of different directions, 
tell what is the matter and advise him what to do. 

Dr. Cabot urges the grouping of medical men represent- 
ing the several specialties, thus obtaining “group diagnosis” 
for the patient at a figure inside his power to pay. He re- 
ferred to clinics in which this feature exists, the Mayo clinic 
at Rochester, Minn., affording the most noteworthy instance. 

In 1912 it carefully diagnosed about 14,000 patients and 
found that 7053 required operations. The fees charged 
varied with the sufferer’s ability to pay, ranging from $10 to 
$500. This combination of the medical men brought the best 
aid of their profession to the medical class and is considered 
to be practicable in every community. 

It seems to be the only means through which the middle 
classes can command the expert services of the specialist 
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Arnold Bennett, Popular 
English Author, 47 Today. 

Arnold Bennett, the popular English 
author, was born in North Stafford- 
shire forty-seven years ago today. 
Within the space of a few years he 
has attained a foremost place amorg 
the novelists and dramatists of Great 
Britain, and his enthusiastic following 
on this side of the Atlantic probably 
numbers a million or two. Mr. Ben- 
nett is perhaps the most proiific of 
present-day writers, and he counts 
that day lost whose low descending 
sun sees not a volume finished or be- 
gun, 

The man who shares with H. G. 
Wells the leadership among the young- 
er school of British authors was chris- 
tened Enoch Arnold Bennett, but, like 
Thomas Woodrow Wilson, James 
Brander Matthews, Thomas’ Henry 
Hall Caine, William Bliss Carman, and 
many other distinguished men of let- 
ters, he considered that brevity is 
wit, and lopped off his front name. 
No other class of men are so much 
given to the ruthless destruction of 
superfluous names as those who play 
the “lit'ry game,” and Mr. Bennett 
was only following precedent when he 
Aeduced his label so that {t would fit 
neatly into a headline. 

Mr. Bennett's early ambitions were 
in the direction of a legal career, but 
he soon tired of that profession, He 
began to write for the press soon after 
attaining his majority, and at twenty- 
five he quit the bar to become assist- 
ant editor of a feminine publication 
called “Woman. In 1896 he was made 
editor-in-chief of that journal, Phy- 
sically and mentally Mr, Bennett is 4 
virile, robust, masculine sort of man, 
and it seems bally odd, don't you know, 
that he should have comemnced his 
literary career on a magazine devoted 
exclusively to feminine interests. In 
those days, however, he had a reputa- 
tion yet to win, and couldn't go out 
and pick and choose his job. 

It was while he was occupying tha 
editorial chalr of “Woman” that Mr. 
Bennett formed those habits of indus- 
try which have made him one of the 
most prolific of the top-notchers 
among authors, In his diary, under 
date of December 31, 1899, Mr, Bennett 
wrote: “This year I have writen 835,340 
words grand total, 224 articles and 
storles, and four installments of a ser- 
jal called ‘Gates of Wrath’ have actual- 
ly been published: also my book of 
plays, ‘Polite Farces.’" That was an 
average of more than a_ thousand 
words each working day, and Mr, Ben- 
nett has probably kept up to this early 
record. 

About this time Mr. Bennett resigned 
his editorial position to devote himself 
exclusively to literature. Among his 
publications best known on this side of 
the Atlantic are “The Grand Babylon 
Hotel,” “A Man from the North,” 
“Anna of the Five Towns,” ‘How to 
Live on Twenty-four Hours a Day,” 
“Whom God Hath Joined,” “Clay- 
hanger,” and the famous play, ‘Mile- 
stones,” written in collaboration with 
Edward Knoblauch, 

In a_recent article in the London 
Times Literary Supplement the veter- 
an novelist, Henry James, gave his 
opinion of the younger school of writ- 
ers, and described Bennett as in “a 
state of inordinate possession” of his 
subjects, and, although he has brought 
his readers to a near view of common 
things he makes them aware “rather 
of the presence of the material than of 
an Interest for us to use." All of which 
may be true—but most readers, with 
thelr depraved tastes, prefer Bennett 
to James.

The Columbia School of Mines, while 
it marked a new development on this 
side of the Atlantic, was not the first 
of its kind, Thirteen years before 
the opening of the Columbia — school, 
the British government had establish- 
ed a school of mines in Jermyn street, 
St. James’s, London, but it was an 
independent institution and in no way 
connected with any college. 

In America, most of the mining 
schools are located in the western min- 
ing States. The Colorado School of 
Mines at Golden was established in 
1874, two years before the admission 
of the Golden State. The University 
of Missourl has a world famous min- 
ing school. at Rollg” and there are a 
number of other guébsinstitutions, in- 
cluding the Michigan College of Mines 


at Houghton, the Montana State School j 


of Mines at Butte, and the South Da- 
kota School of Mines at Rapid City.

HISTORY, 


Gen, John Winslow, the Massa- 
chusetits soldier who was in charge of 
the removal of the Acadians from Nova 
Scotia, was born in Plymouth, Mass., 
212 years ago today. It was in May, 
1755, that Winslow was ordered by 
Goy. Shirley, of Massachusetts, to take 
charge of an expedition against the 
rebellious French of Nova Scotia. The 
Massachusetts executive, in dispatch- 
ing Winslow against the Acadians, was 
fulfilling a request made by Col. Law- 
rence, Governor of Nova Scotla, who 
hoped that the arrival of the New Eng- 
land troops would awe the Acadians 
into submission to the English authori- 


ty. Winslow left Boston late in May |} 


and arrived in Nova Scotia In June, 
1755. Soon afterward Governor Law- 
rence held out the olive branch for the 
last time, threatening exile for all who 
refused to take the required oath of 
allegiance. Winslow backed up the 
Governors demand by marching his 
troops through the Acadian country, in 
an effort to demonstrate to the Aradi- 
ans the futility of resistance. Neither 
appeals nor threats had any effect, and 
in the summer Gen. Winslow was or- 
dered to round up the Acadians and 
transport them to the colonies to the 
south. He lost no time in obeying the 
Instructions, and within a few months 
6,000 Acadians were on the way to 
exile, This pathetic event won bitter 
criticism for Governor Lawrence, who 
explained his action by pointing out 
that the Acadians had “audaciously re- 
fused” all his overtures, “and {f they 
would presume to do this when there 
is a large fleet of ships of war in the 
harbor and a consi{derable land force 
in the province, what might we expect 
from them when the approaching win- 
ter deprives us of the former, and 
when the troops, who are only hired 
from New England occasionally and 
for a small time, have returned home?”
